“RELATIVE 10 SIDEWALKS. a 


— 


Snerion LT Village’ of Grayling 
ordaina as follow: 

That all sidewalks’ nereafter 
constructed, rebuilt or repaired: in 
this village shall ‘be of sound lumber, 
paving bricks, or cement, and shall: 
be constructed under the supervision. 
of the street commissioner, and ax di- 


rec ted by the council by ordinance or 


resolution, as to dimenoious, krade 
and material. 

SECTION. II. The ground ahall be 
graded preparatory to the laving 
down of all sidewalks, and such walks 
shall be constructed upon grade lines, 
or inclinations established, or which | 
shall be established, for that pur- 


pose, and all grading for- such walks 


shall be done dy and at the expense of 
the village. 

SECTION iIt-—ANl sidewalks ordered 
to be built, rebuilt or repaired, of pav- 
ing bricks.or cement shall be of ma- 
terial approved by the street commis- 
sioner; and all walks ordered to be 
built, rebuilt or repaired of wood 
shall be of planks two inches thick, 
lald on stringers at least four by four 
inches, running lengthwise of such 
walks. All walks five feet and over 
in width shall have at least three 
auch stringers, aud the plauks shall
